second, or more than twice around the 
world while a watch licks. 
Tills Is 
ubout one-third us fust as light travels, 
and lf the objects mentioned could la* 
directed they would reach the moon 
in four seconds. 
The units thus created are electrons, 
and they have been sent at Ute terrine 
rate of speed mentioned in glass tub 
from which a certain amount of air 
has been pumped. 
They are what 
Crookes called the “fourth state of m at­ 
ter," solid, liquid and gas, having long 
been familiar to every one. 
There is 
a theory now held by some scientists 
that these electrons are the basic m at­ 
ter of every thing in, on or under Ute 
earth, the substance of wh.ch mole­ 
cules and atoms are made, and that 
they are in themselves force or move­ 
ment, that every one of them has been 
on or in the earth since the origin of 
time millions of years ago, and they 
always will be in some form or other— 
perhaps a diamond, perhaps a human 
being, perhaps a child's toy or part 
of a mountain or sea.
